The consideration 
asked for is small in eoinpariaon with 
ibo liimelit to be derived, especially in 
the ease of the three rust-iiainoil. If 
I Victoria is to proj^ress she must have 
iiiaiMifacturea, and it it is necessary at 
liiat to encourage their location here, it 
hIiouIiI lie ilone. The eslablishment of 
a number of important imlnstries will 
lie the nieaiis of attracting othera. 

The intentions of the promotera of 
the rice, Hour and sugar mills have been

I;akkkk\ n.LK, B.C., Dec.28,'89. 
'SiK: I have the honor to submit tho 
following report of the work done at 
the above works : The works were 
completed about the latter part of 
.January Inst, with the exce))tion of 
few things that could not possibly be 
done in mid-wiiiter. It was my iiiten 
tioii to put ill huddling troughs to eou 
eentrale tlie siilpliui eta from test lots of 
ore sent in for trial, but some of the 
nicuihers suggested ibiit I should apply 
lo the Hon, I'rovincial ,Secrctary lor an 
automatic concentrator which tlicy con 
sidered would give better satisfaction to 
depositors of .siiuill lots of ore and to 
the conimunity. The recpiest was 
granted, and after several dehiya ar 
rived here on June •Jlitli. Wo iiu- 
luediately set to work to erect it ir 
place, and for live days «fter complet- 
ing the machine we crushed several 
tons of waste ipiartz rock and passed it 
liver the machine so as to thoroughly 
test it and instruct the men in charge 
h'>w to operate it. I'lvery thing being 
satiafaetory, on July 2'Jud we com 
meneed crushing two lots of ore from 
the DuUeriii mine — one lot of 2,600 
pounds and one of 2,;i00 pounds; then 
followed on with 'iO.SOO pounds from 
the Proserpine, 20,250 pouiidi from tho 
Forest mine and 19.809 from Lowhee 
mine. 

The concentrating machine did very 
good work, saving over 90 per cent of 
the value left in the ore after its passing 
over eop[)er plates. The coucontratea 
from tho above lots will be chlorinated 
after the Block Jack concentrates are 
through, which will be sbmetime next 
month. 

The roaatiug furnace was started up 
on July Sth, on 44,500 pounds of con- 
centrates from tho Black Jack quartz 
ininie,. .Sonio ditBculty was experienced 
in instructing the men how to roast the 
ore successfully, but proceeduig slowly 
and patiently for a time we succeeded 
in getting them to do their work well, 
it being important that this part of the 
operation should be properly done, be- 
cause upon it depeniled the success of 
the remaining jiart of the jiroccss. 

Twelve tuns of the concent rates were 
treatcil hy amalgainatiou in I!, 01)0 pound 
lots niailifvin;; the treatment in each 
case, but m no case could we extract 
more than sixty per cent of the value. 
The reason of this was that the niereury 
was broken up very line, which then 
i;iiated tho uiagnetiu o.xide contained in 
the roasted concentrates and we failed 
to settle and separate it from the tail- 
ings. 

It being impossible to estimate what 
the coat would bu to experiment and 
liiiil out the exact way of treating these 
concentrates by amalgamation, I 
applied to the Honorable Provincial 
.Secretary lor a sinall|chloriiiating plant 
which from tests made on a small scale 
1 was aatialied would work up to ninety 
per cent. This, with the neceaaary 
'.'hemicals, took several montha to get 
here n, HI (11 . ' in place, so that it waa

Every part of the |ilaiit 
is working satisfactorily. The B. C. 
Mining Co.'s ore has been declared by 
eompetent assayers and metallurgiata to 
bo amalgamating ore. The Is'aml 
.Mountain Co. 'a ore from testa made 
ill San Fraiu'isi'i) has also been declared 
a roasting ami ainalgamating ore. 
When llicse companies are rciiily 
to start working tlieir mines these 
works will he able lo test their ores sat- 
isfactorily by nniali^aiiiatioii or clilori- 
II, it ion, and to liiul out the proper 
method before tliry comnicncu the erec- 
tion of works for thi'iiiselves, and can

At the regular meeting of the Dublin 
Corporation hold to-day a Protestant 
Aldei 'man introduced a resolution in- 
viting the Queen to pay a visit to 
Dublin.

VITAI' STAXISTICS. 

In Great Britain , tlie' ad vuntaycs ol 
suuilury I'cforin have become so eon- 
spicuona that they must be apparent to 
tlie most iiu-ro(lulini!j. We hear a gi-eiit 
deal alicjiit uvui- innvdiiig in the uitie 
of tlio Ujiituil Kiiigiloui, and about tlic 
poverty, tliu misery, and the squalor of 
their sluma, but in apite of every dia- 
advuutage and drawback, human life is 
worth more to-day in the moat crowded 
of its cities than it was a half a cenluiy 
uyu in the lieallhieat of the i nial dia- 
tricta. The Hej,'iatnir-(ium'rar.s rupoit 
for 1888 which was eoniiileted a fuw 
weeks ago shows that the death-rate foi- 
the whole Kingdom wua.17'8 for every 
tlioiiaaud persons living. This is the 
lowest deatli rate yet recorded. I'oi 
the Ui.st ton years the death-rate has 
been below 20. The average for the 
ycar.s ISTl-SO v.-as -Jl-.'tS. Two hundred 
yeans ago, ui the "good old limes," the 
deuth-rato in London was eighty in the 
thousand. It is now under 18 in llie 
thousand. Jf the death-rate w-erc the 
aaUMi now as it was then tlio deaths in 
that city in ISSS would have been I'.'itl,- 
000 more llian they actually were. 
This is wliat aanitary aoienoe aiid 
civilizatioa have done for Londou and 
for the rest of the civilized world. Kven 
the difforuiiL-u between tlio death-rate 
of ten years ago 21. .MS, and that uf ISSS 
would make in the population of (Jreal 
Britain a saving of over Hl(),00O 
lives. In tlie presence of these facta 
how can anyone make light of sanitary 
science and say that it does not inakc a 
great deal of difference whether a city 
ia drained or uudrained, whether it is 
dirt3' or clean? In a aiiiall city like 
Victoria it ia atartlint; to see what a dif- 
ference a high and a low death rate 
makes. Twenty-five in the thousand is 
not considered an alarmingly high death 
rate on this side of the Atlantic. Jn 
some of the cities it ia ordinarily greater 
than this. The dillerenec between 
ard 17.fi i-i 7.-_'. So that in a city where 
sanitary reform would bring down the 
death rate as low as the _ average for 
Great Britain, over ' seven' ' lives would 
be saved in every thousand. This 
would make a aaving of lOS Uvea a year 
in a population of only l."),0(K). Is it 
not .woroh S(jine ell'ort to save even fewer 
lives than lOSV iiiforiuation ia great- 
ly needed on this very -important sub 
ject. 

The liegistrar (ieiuM-al's irpi n t shi pv.:i 
that the death rale wa.-i lower auiono 
females than iin long males. Of feinalcs 
only 10. S in the tlioiisand died, aninng 
males the death rate was IS.S 
in the thousand. There was iniicli 
less than the average mortality among 
infanta than usual in 1,S88. This is in 
part attributed, to Hie coolneaa of i lie 
sutunau- of that year. hi deaths from 
what aie ..-ailed zynioti,: disca.-ii's, forci- 
bly and iiniper-ly i::i,lli>d •'liltli disiiasi-.s," 
the decrease was rcmarhablc. Dipli- 
ll'lci'i''>. ^Vi''^ "-!> exception, deaths from 
it had inorensou'^*!ii»8''lerubly. The 
mortality from this disete"- ',""1 been 
greater than for any year except iL^f^'^ 
in twenty years. The RogiMtrar aeems 
to he of opinion tiiat deaths are at- 
tributed lo di|ihtli(;ria which are eaus.-il 
by oilier diseaaea. lie .say a tliere is 
perhaps no absolute agreement with re- 
gard to fatal ufrectiona of the throat 
wliieli .sliimld lie pro|i(-rly inelii<leil un- 
der tile iii'.nii-. Il is sad to think that 
there slioulil be ariy\i iicr(! so many fatal 
cases of iliph tliei ia. I!ut sanitary 
Bciciiee has, as we see, (lone niucli for 
the little ones — more in fact than for 
thegrowii-up ]te<iplc. iiy purifying the 
atmosphere it has made it much easier 
to roar cliilih en. Where the sanitaiy 
conditions are liad the iiiurtality iMiiuiig 
the eliildieii is friylilful. This is .seen 
ill Aloiilreal and other pl ieea. The un- 
healthy neighborhood debilitates the 
inothers and the puny infanta having 
nothing but had air to breathe, and be- 
ing inanlliciently iiouriahod, die in great 
nunibera. This lia|ip(;us lo a greater or 
less exteiiL in all pliu'es tliiii are in a bad 
sanitary condition, whulover may bo 
the circumstances of the pat'onta, or how- 
ever careful nndiatclllgent they may be. 

It ia now proved as clearly as any- 
thing can be proved that Providenco 
does not will the deatli of many ehildreii 
and iiianj' men and women who 
fall victims to disease. There are 
lawH of health which eaiiiiot ho violated 
byauyono, oltl or young, with iinpiniity. 
The reward for obeying those laws ia 
health ftnil long life; the punishnieiit 
for violating tlioni ia disease and death. 
We aee that by iibHcrviiig those laws, 
even imporl'eutly .and partially, the 
health of ; locnlitioa und even of whole 



nations lias been itnproved and the 
leaths liavi; become fewer. Wo see 
that ia two hunrlreJ yen's the dw.ths of 
the city of London have beea reduced 
from eighty in a thousand to leas than 
eightsen; and in a few years from 21. 3S 
to 17.8. This haa not been the lesult of 
accident or chance. It is the conse- 
quence of the observance of law. Will

rkiS SIDE AND THE OTREIi. 

Th« "Modus Vivendi" was an ar- 
rangement made by the Coiiiniiaaioiicra 
of Great Britain and the United .States 
to prevent trouble while the Cliauibor- 
lain-Bayard treaty was being considered. 
It wna to remain in operation two yoaia. 
After the United States. Senate, ; had 
rejected Unit treaty the Modus Vivendi 
was, by special enactment, continued 
oiio year longer. TIml year will have 
expired before the next fishing .season 
begina. Will it bo renewed or will the 
Dominion have to full back upon the 
treaty of 1818? That treaty denies 
Atnerican Qshermen tlie use of Canadian 
harbors, escopl for two or throe speci- 
fied purposes. The .\niericvua me 
very sore over this exclusion. 
It is most iiieonveiiiunt for them 
not to be able to pui cliaso supplies and 
bait or to tranahip their cargoes; ,of fish 
in Canadian harboi-s. The Modus 
Vivendi gives them these privileges on 
eonditiiiii of each vessel paying a license 
fee. It does ucd, however, porniit them 
to liah svitliiii llic thii'e-mile limit. If 
the Modua^ Vivendi is nut continued 
the ■Ame^oan fishtsnneii will have to 
fish iii'tiie Aeep sea off tlie easteru coast 
of Canada mid Newfoundland on the 
old lerma. There will, no doubt, be 
viiilation.s of the law anil seizures as of 
old, and there will arise angry disputes 
and unpleasant agitation. It is for the 
Parliament of Canada to consider whe- 
ther it will bsi bettor to allow the 
.Vmericau tisheruien th'! privileges they 
have enjoyed during the past three 
yeara, or at once to fall buck on the 
I'l-eaty of ISIS. 

The Americans have been very ex- 
.icttngand moat tinreasoiuibleMin thus 
lishery business. They ie|ecteA the 
Chnmbcrlain-R^yard treaty wWoh' Was 
admitted on all hands,''' bjr itnpartial 
men competent to form un opinion on 
the snljjecC, to be a fair adjustment of 
the tishery dilliculty in the eust. They 
refuse to abide by the terms of a treaty 
in which they solenmly renounced the 
privileges they now claim. While they 
refuse to carry out their treaty obliga- 
tions OH the east side of tlii! eontiiicnt 
and expect the ISrilish ( loveriitiiciit to 
e.xtend to them advanUigea to which 
thsjr have no right, on. t^e;>veBt, aide 
of the continent they exclude- British 
subjects not only from tlieir harbors, 
but they prevent them taking seals on 
the bigli seas a liundre<l niilea from 
laud. Tlieir inconsister.ey would be 
amusing if il were not ao provoking. 
On the east side of the continent 
they coin plain loudly because the 
I iovenimeiit of C'anaila will not permit 
them to enter their harhora as often aa 
they like, tranship the lisli they have 
caught, buy provisions and halt in 
them; hire men, and, in fact, completely 
refit for their tislliag vOyagSs' ilj"wliat 
are really Camididh wateiV, •W&Ue' on 
the West coast they chase and capture 
ISrilish sealers on the high seas, cbnfis- 
.;a(e their piopefly, and threaten to 
deprivi- them of their liberty, This they 
do without the shadow of a right, while 
the Canadian Governonent can show'thc 
authority of a solemn treaty for all that 
ih^y fjlaipi,^,. The terms "of that treaty 
are ko clear and 80 definite that the 
American diplomatists are compelled to 
admit that it is folly to (question their 
sigiiilieaiice. It cannot bo expected, 
that while the American Oovernnieiit 
insist upon their claim to juria- 
diotioji over _ Behping' ' Sea,, the 
Can&diaii authorities will extend to 
them conce.s.sioiiB on the Ivistern coast, 
(ireat liritaiii is willing to aettle iha 
whole fishery question equitably and 
amicably, but if it yields to the Uniteil 
.States on the East side of the contiiieiil 
witKpttt requiring tho'United States to 
ivith'draw" its unreaisoiiaWe ' claims on 
the West side, il neiid not expect to hav(t 
1 liti (picst ion ever settled aiiiii'ably or 
i-.|uitalily. The .-Xiiiericaiis will la ke all 
lliey can get by hegging or bullying on 
the Atlantic coast — but they will hold 
fast to all they claim on the Pacific side. 
It is with them all take and no give. As 
the Americans will be certain to eoii- 
.stnie any concessions on the Allan- 
lie side into an indication of weak- 
ness on the pari of (I real llrilain 
it will lie nnwi.se to grant llieni any 
favoc until they are ready to come to u 
leasotidble agrcoujeiit roapCctiiig Boli- 
rili;^ Sea.

A Well-Known I'ortland Ralhcay OlBclal 
is Mistnkeu fur a Mlaiing Agent. 

Tho moat thoroughly mystified man 
ill Victorii yesterday was the popular 
J. W. Casey, traveling poaaeiiger agent 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railway, whoso headcjuiirtera are at 
Portland.
